Last year there were 1,295 ear- 


loads all told, of navels, miscellan- 
eous and valencias shipped thru the 
Covina Fruit Exchange. This year 
the Exchange has already shipped 
1,083 cars of navels and miscellan- 
eous, and the estimate for the val- 


' encia crop is 1,200 cars, of which 


less than 300 cars has gone forward 
as yet. 


A total, of 2,283 carloads for the 


year, as against a total of 1,295 ears 
last year, is'a remarkable increase, 
officials declare. Last year's total 
was bigger than any year in pre- 
vious history, they said. Last year's 
fruit brot $3,600,000 back to the- 
valley. Prices this year are governed 
thru the fact tfiat the fruit is small, 
but the volume may bring about a 
banner return in money. 


One of the features of such a 


large crop is that it will cause the 
employment of a much larger force 
in the orchards and in the packing- 
houses, with the result that much 
more money will be placed in distri- 
bution locally.

Chandeliers swung bacli; and forth 


from east to west, electric light 
poles swayed and buildings shook 
on Monday morning at 8:48 in Co- 
vina city and valley. 


"Did you feel that?" everybody 


asked everybody at the same mo- 
ment. The temblor lasted1 about ten 
seconds, and was generally reported 
by all to -have lasted about thirty 
seconds, proving that seconds are 
unreliable when the earth- is mov- 
ing in a lazy jazz step. 


The quake was of lit.tle conse- 


quence in the upper t3an Gabriel 
valley, but the center of its force 
seemed to have been in Whittier, 
East Whittier, Pico, Norwalk and 
Santa Fe Springs. The East; Whittier 
school on the, boulevard to the Or- 
ange county line was badly, damaged. 
The big •chimneys came do-wn, 'gables 
fell, and the building itself was 
twisted to some extent from its 
foundations. 
Other buildings, in- 


cluding residences in ' that'. locality, 
were shorn of chimneys and were 
wracked from . foundations: Hun- 
dreds of bricks fell in the streets 
of the city of Whittier, but no per- 
son was reported injured.! 


OIL WELLS AFFEpTED 
In'"the Santa Fe Springs district 


several wells that had quit flowing 
started in again, and some that had 
be(en flowing seemed to clog and 
cease to produce. The earth's oscil- 
lation waa from east to west, along 
a line 'that waa felt in Inglewood 
on what'is known as the old Ingle- 


eral years ago. The-^eouliar'ltt'tion 
of the oil wells leads' some to sur- 
mise that the tremblor was in reality 
a movement of "gas and oil in the 
gigantic pocket that..-has made the 
Santa Fe district a famous producer.

"The power of oil and gas move- 


ment is comparatively so small in 
relation 
to the 
incomprehensible 


amount of tonnage of earth to be 
moved, it .wctfld have no aflfect such 
as a general movement of the earth's 
surface," he said. "Earthquakes 
are probably caused by rock read- 
justments, settling or crowding up- 
ward. What we should do in Cali- 
fornia is to build all structures so 
that they cannot be damaged. This 
is quite possible, and would guard 
us from death, injury and property 
damage, so that reports of-tremblers 
would have no bad effect in the east- 
ern countries.

Driving Licenses 
Renewal Ordered 


by Motor Chief 


In the interest of additional safety 


on the public highways of California, 
and as a means of eliminating illegal 
drivers, Frank "G. Snook, chief of 
the state division of motor vehicles, 
has issued on order cancelling all 
automobile drivers' licenses isuesd 
before January 1, 1927. 


This is in accordance with author- 


ity extended to him under an act 
passed by the last legislature. It 
will mean that approximately one- 
half to two-thirds of the drivers' 
licenses in the state will be invali- 
dated and it will be necessary for 
the holders to take a new examina- 
tion to prove their physical fitness 
and knowledge of traffic laws. 


The law requiring license renew- 


als will go into effect August 14, 
next. Within a reasonable length 
of time after that, state traffic offi- 
cers will be instructed to arrest all 
persons not having an up-to-date 
license and to charge them with a 
misdemeanor. 


"This will be instrumental," said 


Mr. Snook, "in weeding out a lot 
of unfit drivers and will place all 
operators under supervision of the 
state." 


Examinations may be taken before 


August 14, however. Under plans 
being perfected by the division of 
motor vehicles, police departments 
will be in a position to give the ex- 
aminations under the supervision of 
the division of motor vehicles. 


After August 14, the examinations

Construct Dam 


Early in Fall 


(Los Angeles Examiner): 
Conj- 


struction of Pasadena's $10,000,000 
storage dam in the San Gabriel can- 
yon, four miles above Azusa, ia ex- 
pected to start early in the fall, it 
was learned this week from M. S. 
Jones, assistant chief engineer for 
the Pasadena water department. 


Bonds for the dam weVe voted at 


aa election held in Pasadena on 
June 18. Immediately after the bond 
election, Chief Engineer S. B.« Mor- 
ris and some other executives of the- 
Pasadena water department left on 
their vacations, with the expectation 
of laying plans for the big project 
immediately upon their return. 


It 
was predicted by Engineer 


Jones that the construction of this 
dam will require about three years. 
The dam, when completed, will im- 
pound a maximum of 64,200 acre- 
feet of water. 


This will be the second big dam 


project to be undertaken in the San 
Gabri«l. canyon, and it is believed 
possible that when the Colorado 
river water is brot here, more will 
be built there for storage purposes. 
The county flood control dam, about 
eleven miles above Azusa, is now be- 
ing constructed at a cost of $25,- 
000,000. 


With "the expenditure, near by, of 


$35,000,000 in the construction of 
these two dams, considerable pros- 
perity is being predicted for the foot- 
hill 
communities, 
especially 
for 


Azusa, which is near the mouth of 
the San Gabriel canyon. 


Pasadena 
already 
has 
secured 


some cf the best available engineer- 
ing talent to direct the work on the 
big dam. The work will be under 
the direction of C. E. Pierce. As 
consulting engineer will be L. C. 
Hill, builder of the Eoosevelt dam 
and at present one of the consulting 
engineers in the Boulder dam pro- 
ject. He also directed the construc- 
tion of the Elephant Butte dam on 
the Eio Grande river in New Mexico. 


The proposed site of the Pasadena 


dam and the geological formation 
has been studied by experts. This 
work was done by A. O. Woodford 
professor of geology at Pomona col- 
lege, and by Dr. Frederick L. Kan- 
some, professor of economic geology 
at the California Institute of Tech- 
nology. 


Mr. Jones declared that the reports 


of these geologists show that the 
site for the dam meets all require- 
ments.

The Mountain Areas— 


A generation ago the high hills and the mountain foot- 


hills were worthless, except that they might furnish a certain 
amount of pasturage. 


With the coming of the perfected automobile, these hills 


. became desirable to that class of people possessing more 


money than just enough to live on, and they began to beau- 
tify them, and make them desirable as residential areas. The 
Mile became more valuable than much of the valley land. 


Now another metamorphosis is in process. The inacces- 


sible mountains are being made accessible. Water is to be 
backed up into lakes in these mountain regions. The wooded 
canyons are to become the most prized of all locations for 
homes. Fine roads are to lead the home-seeker far into these 
wildernesses. Landing fields will be built on many a moun- 
tain-top. 


The Sierra Madre and the Sierra Nevada ranges are to 


be peopled, and as the mountain population grows, our fire 
problem will lessen and our water problem will be nearer 
solution. For, it has come to be known that where the moun- 
tain areas are filled with people constantly, it is there that 
regulations are made and adhered to. Conflagrations do not 
sweep off the watersheds where there are hundreds of men 
immediately available to fight fire. 


The next twenty years will see marvelous improvements 


in the mountains. Last to be developed, the mountains are 
to take a place of first rank in our southern California devel- 
opment. Los Angeles county, with its thousands of square 
miles of scenic mountain area, will add new playgrounds, 
until the wilderness will be as much a part of our daily lives 
as are the acres of the valley. It is not what we have, but 
how we use it that counts. In the next generation we are 
to come into possession of a new dominion, a new wealth, 
with wider opportunities than ever before in this incompar- 
able southland: 


The New Farm Board— 


C. C. Teague, who for a number of years has been at the 


head of the big citrus and walnut associations in this state, 
has accepted a place on the federal farm board. From the 
manner in which he delayed his acceptance, it is revealed that 
he was reluctant to serve, and probably replied to President 
Hoover in the affirmative only after he had been strongly 
urged by men in whom he had the greatest confidence. 


A man of Teague's experience can only be well aware of 


the'long struggle ahead to bring about practical cooperation 
among diversified farmers. Legislation is of no real value 
unless there can be a general, drift toward cooperative effort. 
The farmer's independence, long his proudest boast, is in 
itself his undoing. 


President Hoover prepared himself for the program that 


he will engage in on behalf of the farmer. As secretary of 
commerce, he discovered that the country is in need of accu- 
rate surveying from the standpoint of its ability to consume, 
both food and the products of all industry. The raiser of 
foodstuffs has always trusted too much to Providence, and 
the result has always been to glut markets, or to market in 
-the wrong zones at the wrong time. 


Only a small amount of the country's foodstuffs is handled 


cooperatively, but enough of it has been handled in that 
fashion for a long enough time to prove that cooperative mar- 
keting is basic in the attempt to realize a successful return. 


The success of legislation for the farmer, and the success 


of such leadership as that of Mr. Teague and others of his 
calibre, lies in the amount of education that can be absorbed 
by the raisers of foods. The farmer must learn that, true 
independence often comes thru relinquishing a certain amount 
of personal freedom. 


Too Much Business Frontage — 


In Los Angeles county we have today enough boulevard 


frontage sold for business purposes to care for the needs of 
a population in this county of 168,000,000 people. Business 
centers grow up around and adjacent to residential districts, 
but do not string along boulevards. Studies have been made 
by engineers as to the amount of property in communities 
which is used for commercial purposes and its ratio to the 


• property which is used for residential purposes. It has been 


found in southern California that the property ratio is fifty 
'feet of business property for each one hundred persons in a 
community. The remainder of the property zoned for busi- 
ness will never be profitably used and is a frozen asset. The 
realtor should consider this fundamental of his business and 
remedy the unbalanced ratio which has been given to the 
public. In the appraisal of vacant business property on the 
traffic arteries of the county of Los Angeles, the principal 
. factor to be considered is the same as in down town property ; 
capitalization of the net income.— Los Angeles Realtor.

were shipped, bringing a value of 
4,052,000 yen (one yen equals about 
50 cents in American money).

toll of more than a million dollars 
a year from California's, forests and 
fields, now faces a defensive army 
equipped with a new and powerful 
fire 
suppression weapons.

weapons are 60 horsepower tractors, 
5-ton blade-graders, and heavy V- 
type drags used in the construction 
of 
fire lines and motor ways or 


rough fire control roads in the na- 
tional forests of the state. 


The forest service has long known 


from experiences that an important 
factor in the prevention, as well as 
the control, of large fires is a net 
work of motor ways and fire lines 
that will permit of reaching the fire 
in the shortest possible time and 
placing it under control before it 
, 


has a chance to become a big fire.

When fires are thus promptly sup- 
pressed, the saving in fire fighting 
expenditures alone, not to mention 
the saving of valuable. forest re- 
sources, is often equal to the cost of 
the road or fire line.
